Section 1 of the bill proyides that the 
question of the sale, manafacture for 
sale and transportation for sale of in- 
toxicating liquors shall be submitted to 
the qualified voters of the state at the 
general election in November, 1916, and 
designates the place of ballot and the 
manner of notification by the Governor 
and the Secretary of State. 

Section 2 describes the form of ballot 
and provides for the appointment of 
challengers and watchers. 


PROVISIONS PRO- 


Section 3 provides for the canvassing | 


of the vote and making the returns. 

Section 4 provides for the carrying 
out of the results of the election by the 
Governor. 

Section 5 provides in case the majority 
of the voters of the state should be 
against the sale of intoxicating liquors, 
the necessary penalties for manufactur- 
ing, transporting or selling liquor in 
violation of the provisions of the statute. 

Section 6 provides for contest. 

Section 7 provides the time the law 
shall take effect. 


THE ISSUE. 

The proposed legislation of and in it- 
self does not affect the liquor traffic in 
any sense whatever. Its purpose is to 
determine the will of the people of the 
whole state in regard to the matter. 
If a majority of the votes cast the 
election, as proposed inthis bill, is in 
favor of the license system 
e xisting in this state, that system shall 
continue, subject, of course, to any 
future changes the Legislature may 
desire to make. If a majority of the 
voters of the whole state are oppos- 
ed to the manufacture, transpor 
tation and sale of intoxicating liquors 
for beverage purposes, then from and 
after ‘he first day of May, 1918, the 
state shall become prohibition territory. 

‘t this period, it is aseless to inject 
the question as to whether the policy of 
prohibition is wise or foolish, as that 
is a matter which can be taken up and 
settled by the voice of the whole people 
on election day in November next. It 
seems tome that question is settled, 
and that is, that the majority of the 
people of the state haye an absolute 
right to pass upon any question that 
affects the people of the state as a 
whole; and for a legislative body to

It is now generally maintained by 
those best qualified to pass judgment 
that the moderate use of intoxicating 
liqu r is never productive of guvod and 
is very often the cause of physical and

‘*The acknowledged police power of a 
state extends often to the destruction 
of property. A nuisance may be abated. 
Everything prejudicial to the health or 
morals of a city may be removed 
Merchandise from a port where a con- 
tagious disease prevails, being liable 

_to communicate the disease, may be 
excluded; and, in extreme cases, may 
be thrown into the sea. This comes in 
dire conflict with the regulation of com- 
merce, and yet no one doubts the local 
power. It isa power, essential to self- 
preservation, and exists, necessarily, in 
eyery organized community. It is, in- 
deed, the law of nature, and is possess 
ed by manin his individual capacity. 
He may resist that which does him 
harm, whether he be assisted by an as- 
Sassin or approached by poison. And it 

the settled construction of every 
regulation of commerce, that, under 
the sanction of its general laws 
no person car introduce into a com 
munity malignant diseases, or anything 
which contaminates its morals or en 
dangers its safety. And this is an 
acknowledged principle applicable to 
all general regulations. Individuals in 
the enjoyment of their own rights must 
be careful not to injure the rights of 
others. ”’ 
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In harmony with these early decisions

EXPLOSION AT KEMPTON 


State Mine Inspector William Walters 


Issues Statement of Details. 


Mine Inspector William Walters, of 
Allegany and Garrett Counties, aftera 
most thorough and careful investigation 
of the cause of the terrible calamity 
in which fifteen miners lost their lives, 
has furnished the following report: 

On February 29, 1916, at 6:40 a. m., 
anexplosion occurred in Kempton Shaft, 
No. 42, located at Kempton, in Garrett 
county, along the Western Maryland 
railroad, operated by the Davis Coal 
and Coke Company, resulting in the 
death of fifteen persons. Of this num- 
ber fourteen were killed outright and

mine, four others were injured, two be- 
ing sent to the Dayis Memorial Hospital 
seventy-one men were in the mine when 
the explosion occurred. The working 
and ventilation of this mine had been 
earefully planned having overcasts and 
regulators to giye the required split for 
each section ot the mine.

Senator Davis began life under the 
most favorable auspices for developing 
good, strong character. At fourteen 
he was left the head of a family on a 
hard-scrabble farm, Nothing could 
have been more advantageous to a man 
determined to succeed. Most boys 
under such circumstances fail to ac- 
complish anything because they have 
no desire to do so, but young Davis 
hitched his wagor. toastar. As brake- 
man,country storekeeper, mineoperator 
and capitalist he was from the begin- 
ning to the end of his career a kindly 
man. He believed in the gospel of hard 
work and there are many prosperous 
men who owe their success in life to his 
aid. He hated laziness and incom- 
petence, but he was generous to those 
who actually needed help. 

In hie memoirs written thirty years 
ago Blaine speaks of Davis as in many 
respects the best equipped and the most 
admirable Senator of his time. He was 
shrewd, far-seeing, honorable and 
patriotic. He had no petty faults. 
Politics was not to him a game, but a 
duty which he owed his country.

It calls on 
people irrespective of age or sex to aid 
the efforts which the State itself is 
making to set Maryland well up among 
the other states for its attractive homes, 
fine trees and valuable forests.

and effort expended on that day to- 
ward the planting of trees and the con- 
servation of forests might be distribut- 
ed over the year as a whole, much good

Since its formation in 1906, the State 
Board of Forestry of Maryland has

profitable use, The State of Maryland 
is normally a fertile one, yet 11 per 
cent of its total land area, 674,955 acres, 
are classified as waste lands at the pre- 
sent time. This is unfortunate, but 
none the less a fact, and lands once 
wood enough to grow good crons of tim- 
ber, later showing profitable returns 
when used for agriculture, have so far 
deteriorated through the direcc effects 
of forest removal, erosion, and poor use 
as hardly to be fit now for anything, 
certainly not for farms. Only one crop 
is still available; that is of trees, For 
two years land owners of the State have 
had the opportunity of buying standard,

Arbor Day affords an opportunity, 
and forest planting stock is still ot 
tainable through the Board of Forestry 
at Baltimore. Such standard varieties 
as White Pine, Norway Spruce, Red 
Oak, Black and Honey Locust, White 
Ash and American Elm are for sale as 
little trees to persons, schools, and 
organizations at a low per-thousand 
charge, averaging rather less than one 
cent cach, Large quantities and single 
trees are sold, and the forest plantation 
is one which thriyes under a minimum 
of cultivation and care. Full directions 
for proper planting accompany each 
order filled, and when desired expert 
assistance from the Office of the State 
Forester, Johns Hopkins University, is 
also supplied to formulate plans or ex- 
ecute the work. 

The planting season will commence 
on or before Arbor Day.

The editorial in the small-town is 
certainly much more influential than 
that of the larger dailies, for the rea- 
son, perhaps, that people live more as 
alarge family and discuss with each 
other the topics of theday. Naturally, 
the ‘‘endiess chain’’ method of spread- 
ing opinion, whichis from one to an- 
other, carries an editor's assertion far 
beyond the scope of his circulation.

Rey. John M. Davis Died at His Home 
Here Friday Night. Buried Monday.

Rev. John M. Davis, one of the most 


prominent merchants, preachers and 
citizens of Oakland, Garrett county, 
Marviand, was born in Somerset coun- 
ty, Pa., January 26, 1835, and died at 
his old jome at Oakland, May 13th, 
1916, aged 81 years, 3 months and 17 
days. 

On March 4th, 1858, Mr. Davis mar- 
ried Eleanor J. Philson of Berlin, 
whose death occurred April 8, 1909, to 


whom a family of three sons were born, | 


Chas. 5S. Davis, Rev. W. C. Dayis and 
John W. Davis, of whom Chas. 
John W. are still living. The Rev. Wm. 
C. Dayis who was a member of the 
Pittsburgh Conference and died Sept. 
21, 1902. 

Mr. Davis acquired his early education 
in the public schools of his native coun- 
ty, later entering Allegany College 
where he remained one term, Subse- 
quently he taught school for a_ short 
time, following which he engaged in 
farming. 

In the spring of 1858 he moved to 
what is known as Promised Land Farm 
near Oakland, where he purchased six 
hundred acres of farming land, con- 
tinuing in its management until 1901. 
He also was engaged in dealing in

At the conclusion of the war he pur 
chased the general merchandising busi- 
ness of N. B. Harvey and formed the 
firm of Bishop, Davis & Townshend.

Messrs. Davis & Townshend 
established another enterprise of like 
nature that continued until 1886, when 
Mr. Davis with his son Charles S.

Its Provisions But Slightly Affected by | 
Recent Legislation. | 
At its last legislative session the) 
Maryland General Assembly enacted an | 
amendment to the State’s roodside tree | 
law as passed by the previous Legisla- | 
ture. This amendment carried a minor 
modification of the State-wide law that 
trees belonging within public rights-of- 
way shall be handled as such, not cut 
down or indiscriminately trimmed to 
satisfy the whim of anyone who hap- 
pens to object to their being beside the 
roadway, ‘whether the objector were 
the abutting householder, a_ profes- 
sional trimmer, or someone whose wires 
were in the way of the trees, 
The exception states ‘‘that 
within the right-of-way of

‘STRIKING FEATURES OF 
NEW SCHOOL LAM 


Rigid Requirements Necessary For 
Superintendent to Be Qualified. 


The new public school law of the 
state carries with it many radical 
changes in the government of the school 
system of Maryland. 

Below are a few of 
changes therein. The law 
upon the report of the survey of the 
schools which was made by the General 
Education Board of New York City, 
assisted by a similar board composed of 
citizens of Maryland. These two boards 
also formulated the law and recommend- 
ed immediate passage thereof, which 
was supported by the state adminis- 
tration and the state department of 
schools; nor was it possible to make any 
amendments to the proposed legislation 
without the approval of these two state 
authorities. A few of the radical 
changes made in the state school law 
are briefly given below, additional ones 
to be published in these columns next 
week: 

The Governor and the State Super- 
intendent of schools are removed as 
members of the State Board of Edu- 
cation. 

The state department of education 
shall be provided with an assistant 
state superintendent, a supervisor of 
state-aided high schools, a supervisor 
of rural schools, a white supervisor of

The words ‘‘tariff for revenue only’’ 
are weasel words, when applied to the 
present tariff. It does not yield suffi- 
cient revenue, nor does it protect or 
defend American industry. It is a fail- 
ure, and until it is superceded by a 


genuine defensive tariff the industries 
of the United States will not be pre- 
pared to withstand a possible war.

Higher Education In Home 


One advantage that the college woman 
has over her self-taught when 
efficient housekeeping, 1s 
her knowledge of the ideas back of cer- 
tain household mechanism and her un- 
derstanding not only of the results that 
follow various conditions but of why 
such results come about. 

Every house wife knows, or should 
know, the elements upon which the ice- 
box is constructed. She should know that 
cold air is heavier than warm air, and 
that therefore the cold air drops. The 
ice is placed in the upper part of the 
refrigerator. The air in contact with 
it is covled, and therefore contracts and 
becomes heavier, volume for volume, 
than the remainder of the air in the 
refrigerator. This cold, heavy air sinks 
down through an opering in the bottom 
of the ice-chamber and torces the light- 
er warm air up along the sides of the 
refrigerator to the ice, which causes 
the melting process. 

The mistake which many hcusekeep- 
ers make with regard to their ice-boxes 
is due to a lack of understanding about 
the action of heat. They are chary of 
opening the upper chamber, where the 
l-e is kept, thinking that this will melt 
tie ice and so cool the ice-bc x; whereas 
it is the lower chamber, where the food 
is kept,<that they should be careful 
about opening too often, or leaving 
open. Fach time the lower door of the 
refrigerator is opened, the cold air 
comes out at the bottom and is replac- 
ei by warm air. This admits heat to 
the refrigerator, Many housewives are

Strangely enough, however, the home 
woman, who has had more to do with 
the kitchen fire than has anyone else, 
has known little about the stove except 
to make a fire as she was taught, ex- 
periment with the dampers, and try to 
regulate oven heat. She has never un- 
derstood just how to keep her house 
warm in winter and coo! in summer, 
although if she had been taught the 
action of air currents she would have 
known. Her house, tor example, would 
be much cooler in summer if she opened 
the windows at both top and _ bottom, 
instead of merely at the bottom or the 
top. Cold air we have learned, sinks, 
while warm air rises. Therefore, open- 
ing a window at both bottom and top 
lets the warm air escape, and the cool 
enter—the colder currents forcing the 
warmer ones up and out. 


Another point based on the action of 


air currents is that if a door leading 
from a warm room into a cold room is 
opened, the cold air enters the room at 
the bottom and forces the warm air out 
atthe top. Some housekeepers have 
an idea that they keep their houses 
warmer or cooler by keeping their 
rooms closed up. According to this 
rule, ietting the heat of the warm room 
out into the cool gould give a cooler 
ventilation, as the same amount of cold 
air would enter the warm room and two 
rooms hold more air than one. It would 
simply be a question of providing an 
outlet for the warm air at the top.

Statistics on this subject are collected 
by the Interstate Commerce Commis 
sion under the national hours-of-service 
law. Every time a train is so de 
layed by a blizzard, washout or oth 
er cause that any part of the train 
crew is on duty longer than sixteen 
hours the railroad company must re 
port the occurrence to the commission, 
giving the names of the icdividual em 
ployes concerned and a full statement 
of the cause for the excess service. 

For several years the ratlroads and 
the Interstate Commerce Commission 
have been co-operating in efforts to 
prevent the keeping of employes on 
duty for long periods. The reduction 
of nearly 80 per cent. in such cases 
which has been brought about in three 
years shows that the working of men 
for long stretches of continuous service 
has practically disappeared except ti 
rare cases of unavoidable delay.

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GOVERNMENT ADOPTS 
- STRINGENT RULES 


Those Keturning From Infected Areas 
After August 23 Will Be Isolat- 
ed For 14 Days. 

Dr. John S. Fulton, Maryland’s health 
officer, who attended the conference at 
Washington and was the chairman of 
the committee named to adopt a plan 
of procedure in fighting infantile para- 
lysis, made the announcement Sunday 
that after August 23 all children com- 
ing to Maryland from infected areas 
will be isolated for 14 days and kept 
under obseryation. This was decided 
upon to safe guard the state against 
the disease. 

The public health service will assume 
control of the situation in all of the 
states, and a government official will be 
sent to each and he alone is authorized 
to issue permits free of charge. In 
this connection Dr. Fulton said: 

‘‘If you have any friends with child- 
ren who are spending their vacations 
along the coast of New Jersey or in 
any other place where the disease is 
prevalent, write them to come home 
before the 24th instant with their child- 
ren. Let every one know that after 
that date all children brought into the 
state will go under a daily inspection 
for two weeks.’’

Mr. Lewis 
presented a written statement entitl- 
ed:—A SYSTEM OF POSTAL EX- 
PRESS—ARE PARCEL POST 
SCHEMES ADEQUATE. On page 
367 of the printing hearings will be 
found the text ofa billby Mr. Lewis 
‘*Providing for the purchase, etc., of 
the express companies of the U. S.’’ 
Although the House of Representatiyes 
was atthe time inthe control of the 
Democrats Mr. Lewis was unable to 
secure any favorable action on his Bill.

London.—The rapidity with which 
the Rumanians are advancing in their 
invasion of Transylvania is indicated 
by an announcement from Austrian 
Army Headquarters at Vienna that 
Austrian positions six miles west of 
Ceik Szereda have been abandoned 
under pressure.

Already the bakeries have retrench- 
ed on all possible expenditures. No- 
tices have even been sent out to the 
trade warning grocers and retailers 
not to buy any more bread than they 
can sell, since owing to the present 
low margin of profit, stale bread could 
not be returned.

\ VISIT TO KEMPTON 


A Newspaper Correspondent De- 


scribes New Workings. 
the Elk Gard correspondent

Kempton, Garrett county, 
cated the new workings oft 
Coal and Coke Company, and 
mine an explosion occurred last 
when a number of men were ki!! 

Your correspondent was al Kempton 
this week and gleaned some points about 
this up-to date mine. This mine is 
seyen miles from Thomas, and is in 
Maryland, the mine and town, except 
the store and Arcade building which 
are in Preston county, W. Va. The 
line due North from the Fairfax stone 
in longitude 79 degrees and 30 minutes 
West separates the store and other 
building from the rest of the town. 
Kempton is not a passenger station— 
has been operating not much over two 
years—and passengers are dropped off 
at Beechwood gand then hike it down 
the mountain path and up the railroad 
one mile to Kempton. The store build- 
ing is of brick and the houses are sup- 
plied with water and arranged for gas. 
The roofs are of asbestos and the town 
presents a white appearance. The 
shatt is four hundred and thirty feet 
deep, and all the machinery is run by 
electricity furnished by the power house 
at Thomas. There are eight motors in 
the mine and the output is betweenseven 
and eight hundred tons a day and the 
coal is of excellent quality. The first 
object ot interest as one steps from the 
iron cage at the bottom of the shaft is 
the motto in livid letters ‘‘safety first.’’ 
The main entrances are well lighted by 
electricity, the headings clean and the 
roof 1s of an excellent variety, of rock 
and # feeling of safety makesa visit to 
this mine a pleasure. The coal is a vein 
of five or six feet nearly uniforn 
throughout the mine, a splendid veir 
coal indeed. ‘The yentilation is 
good and extra precautions are 
for safety.

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WHITE PINE MENACED 


Board of Forestry Cooperating 
With UL. S. Bureau to Save 
Vaiuable Trees to Maryland 

When it became evident in August 
that the White Pine blister rust, already 
so destructive in New York State and 
New England, might with considerable 
likelihood spread to the States farther 
South, the Maryland Board of Forestry 
immediately placed in the field a 
Forester from its office to honeycomb 
the State in collaboration with the U. 
S. Bureau of Plant Industry for early 
signs of this menace to the State's 
White Pines. 

In this important and timely under- 
taking the State Forester has detailed 
E. R. Ford, Assistant Forester, to 
make a thoroug inspection of the whole 
State. Pine is susceptible of successful 
cultivation over the whole State, and 
by an examination of recent planta- 
tions, esnecially of imported stock, it 

ay readily be ascertained whether the 

‘eaded disease has already spread to 
his State. Foritis of comparatively 
recent origin, having first been brought 
to America not many years ago on 
white pine seedlings from Europe. 

The nisease spreads rapidly, has al- 
ready done so over much of the north- 
east, infact. Inthe spring the spores 
or seeds are blown by the wind from 
diseased pines to currant and goose- 
berry leaves, where they germinate, 
penetrate the leaf tissues, and produce 
a rust on the underside of the leaves in 
late summer and fall. The leaves of 
these common brushes produce millions 
of tiny spores or seeds, capable of in-

Evidently the only certain way to 
circumvent the spread and contagion of 
this disease through development on its 
dual host would consist in the removal 
of all such berry bushes. In certain 
cases, however, this would undoubtedly 
work unnecessary hardship and incon- 
venience, and as yet this remedy seems 
harely necessary for Maryland. The 
State Board of Forestry and the U. S. 
Bureau ot Plant Industry engaged with 
them will make a thorough survey of 
the existing situation, and are bending 
every endeavor toward preventing the 
inception of a blight so disastrous to a 
tree which may be grown with profit in 
the State.

are set forth in an interesting and en-| 
tertaining manner in the well known 
book ‘‘Forty-Four Years a Hunter.’’
